The plating 
bath 52 plates a conductive rpwerial such as copper onto the edge 43 of the 
first bond shelf 1 8. The^rfiaskant 50 is then removed and the notches 48 can 
be drilled into the ejJges of the first bond shelf 1 8 to separate the plated 
material into th^irst and second conductive strips 44 and 46. Ail exposed 
opper surtarces may then be plated with gold."
